Her face was like that of the cat, But 
whe did not come any closer to me. 
Then she faded away. That ended it.” 

The belief is prevalent among the 
negroes that witches have power to as- 
sume the forms of various animals. 
In South Carolina a means employed 
to guard against such visitations is to 
scatter rice or similar smal! grains 
thickly over the floor in the farm of a 
cross. Before the witch can approach 
her wetim she must devour every 
grain. This task is too tedious for 
her patience, and she takes herself off,

PROSECUTED FOR HOMICIDE. 


A Boll That Killed a Man Found 
Guilty, Sentenced to Death and Exe- 
cuted—Fate of a Cock That’ Was 


Charged With Haying Laid an Beg. 


Among thé many curious customs of 
the past is recorded # singular feature 
of the jirisproudeuce of the middle 
ages, when animals were indicted for 
injuries inflicted upon bunman beings. 
The custom was not abolished in 
France until the middle of the eight- 
eenth centiry, und the Préneh court 
records show that at least ninety-two 
trials took place between 1120 and 
1741. 

There is.some Biblical precedent for 
these proceedings, for in the twenty- 
first chapter of Exodus .one finds, “if 
ab Ox gore n man or a woman that 
they die, then the ox shall be stoned 
and his flesh shall not be eaten.” 

An early instance of the custom was 
in 1814, when a bull escaped from a 
farmyard in a village in France ‘in the 
duchy of Valois and gored a man to 
death. The Count of Valois, being in- 
formed of the case, directed that the 
bull be captured and formally. prose- 
cuted for homicide. This was done, 
and evidence was given by persons 
who had seen the. man attacked avd 
killed. The bull was thereupon sen- 
tenced to suffer death. which was in- 
flicted by strangulation, after which 
the carcass was suspended from @ 
tree by the hind legs. = 

In 1386 a sow wus executed in the 
equare of Falaise for having caused 
the death of a child, and three years 
later a horse wus condemned to deattr 
at Dijon for baving killed a mam. Io 
1457 a sow and ber six young ones 
were tried at Luvegny on the charge 
of having kiiled and partially eaten a 
child. The sow wus convicted and 
condemned to death, but the littl ones: 
Were acquitted on the ground of their 
extreme youth and inexperience, the 
bad example of their mother and the 
absence of direct evidence of their 
baving partaken of the atrocious feast. 
' One of the most grotesque of these 
trials took place im Basel when a 
farmyard cock was tried om the ab- 
surd charge of having laid am egg. It 
was contended in support of the prose- 
cution that eggs laid by cocks were of 
inestimable worth for use in certain 
magical preparations, that a sorcerer 
would rather possess a cock’s egg than 
the elixir of life dnd that Satan em- 
ployed witches to hatch such eggs, 
from which proceeded winged serpents 
most dangerous to mankind. 

The prisoner’s advocate admitted the 
facts of the case, but contended that 
oo evil intention had been proved and 
that no evil result had taken place. 
Besides, the laying of an egg was am 
Involuntary act and as such was not 
punishable by law; also there was to 
tecord of the devil having made-a com- 
pact with an animal. The public pros- 
ecutor stated in reply that the evil one 
sometimes entered into animals, as In 
the case of the swine which drowned 
themselves in the sea of Galilee. 

So the poor creature was convicted 
not as a cock, but as a sorcerer or per- 
haps the devil in the form of a cock, 
whereupon the bird and the egg that 
was attributed to it were solemnly 
burned at the stake. 

Even stranger than this were the 
proceedings instituted in 1445 and 1487 
against certain beetles which had made 
havoc in the vineyards of St. Julian. 
Advocutes were named op behalf of 
the vine growers andthe beetles re 
spectively, but by a singular coincl- 
dence the insects disappeared when 
cited to answer for the mischief-they. 
had done, and the proceedings were in 
consequence abandoned. 

That was in 1445. In 1487, how- 
ever, they reappeared. and a complaint 
was threupon addressed to the vicar 
general of the. bishop of Maurienne; 
‘who nained « judge and also an advo- 
cate to represent the beetles, A eom- 
promise was finally agreed upon, 
wherein the vine growers consented to 
cede the beetles certatn’ fields to their 
exclusive use. Some time after the 


beetles, through ‘thelr uttorpey, pro-- 


tested that there was a right of way 
through these fields which would be 
to their «letriment. Couseyuently the 
ease had to begin again, but how it 
ended is not known, owing to the muti- 
lation of che records.—F. C, Evans in 
New Yor) Post, ;

A very valuable and informing 
paper on typhoid, its cause and 
prevention, was delivered by Dr. 
D.G. Revell, provincial bacteriol- 
ogist, at the Provincial Medical 
Association meeting in Banff last 
month. The association recom. 
mended the paper for public press 
and the following article is the 
main and for the public, the most 
interesting part of his address. 

Dr. Revel first touched briefly 
on the ecohomic side of the cost 
of typhoid and gave some figures 
that are notable, he says, be+ 
cause they are exact.

The oyster may be- 
come infested during the fattening 
to which it is sometimes subjected 
by being placed in fresh water. 
This is usually done at river 
mouths in water which is very lia- 
ble to be sewage polluted. The 
germs may be in the oyster’s in- 
testine, and thus may escape being 
killed by cooking. Other shell- 
fish are also liable to be carrying 
agents. Belfast City. has furnished 
a classical example of a “vicious 
circle” in typhoid fever. The 
country people near the city would 
gather and use the clams on the 
shores of the river or slough into 
which the city sewage passes. 


‘When they had eaten the clams 


and got typhoid they would then 
carry the typhoid back to the. city 


“people: in-wiitk andor vegetabtes, 


or the city water supply would be 
contaminated by the country 
people living on the drainage area 
from which the supply was drawn. 
Probably also some of the city 
people went out to the country 
and got their typhoid there. 

In general, typhoid fever is a 
rural, rather thanan urban disease, 
and many of the autumn cases are 
among returned vacationists just 
back from the country. It is a 
curious fact that people who are 
away from home and drink water 
which is in regular and constant 
use, are much more apt to be .in- 
fected or to be ill than are the reg- 
ular users of the water. These 
latter seem to acquire a “tole: ence”

(manure piles, garbage, etc.) ev- 
ery female fly will produce 120 
(first generation) in ten days, 7200 
(second generation) in 20 days, 
432,000 (third generation,) in 30 
days, and 25,920,000 (fourth geén- 
eration) in forty days. A total of 
over fortysix million flies in forty 
days from one fly. How very im-|(E 
portant it is then for every house-| 
holder, and especially every stable- 


keeper to clean up and keep his 
premises clean! 


VI. In soil. Typhoid bacilli 
will live two months in moist soil, 
Bat do ‘not’ multiply there.

stone frequently bas typhoid germs 
for nucleus. Two recent such 
cases are of special interest. 
“Typhoid Mary,” discovered in 
New York, is a cook, (or was) who 
in the course of four years’ service 
in seven different families infected 
28 people, with fatal results in 3 
cases, yet she was all the while in 
good health herself, A more recent 
instance is-that of a woman who 
infected several boarders 51 years 
after she had typhoid, 

Such cases are especially dan- 
gerous when they exist among 
cooks, bakers, or dairy workers,

It is there described as ‘com- 
passing or imagining the death of our 
lord the king.’ By later legislation (of

attempt on his iife, and such offenses 
are tried in the same mauner as willful 
murder, The result is that in sub 
Blance, though oot tn form, the killing 
of the sovereign is triable and punish- 


able in the same manner as the willful 

murder of a subject, but the crows 

may direct the execution to be by de- 
ipitation instead of hanging.”

Then on to the left, 
and back to the front. Practice again, 
only start toward the left. The waist 
acts as a pivot on which the trunk 
swings, and the head is easily relaxed. 
In the third exercise the hands have 
the same position, but now the body is 
bent forward from the waist, then back, 
then to the right and left. Each move- 
ment should occupy four counts. Take 
these exercises gently, but let the move- 
ments be firm and strong. Avoid the 
slightest strain of the muscles.

the election of last Monday. 

Tt has come to a very low ebb 
in Canadian politics when a great 
political party resorts to the natur- 
alization and voting of some roo 
or 150 Chinamen in order to se- 
cure the return of its candidate. 
Up until last Saturday, it is esti- 
mated that over 1,000 aliens were 
naturalized, or alleged to be by 
Liberal workers. 
five per cent of these were not en- 
titled to the franchise is quite evi- 
dent from the very large number 
who in this city alone, were block- 
ed by Conservative scrutineers. 
In one poll there were no fewer 
than half a dozen who when asked 
for their papers innocently told the 
Deputy Returning Officer. that 
“they were in the Liberal rooms.” 
One man stated that he had his 
papers and produced them. When 
off his guard he bluntly told the 
officer that he was cnly two years 
in the country. ‘Another told a 
Deputy Returning Officer that he 
had made application but that his 
papers were “in the post office.” 
When pressed for answers to cer- 
tain questions put to him he ad- 
mitted he met a man on the street 
who told him he would have him 
naturalized and that he could vote. 
These are fucts, cold facts, told in 
polling booths in the presence of 
witnesses and ought to be fit sub- 
jects for sermons of a very practi- 
cal character. 

The voting of Cidsiatios by the 
Liberal organization is certainly a 
reflection on that great party. Not 
a Chinaman who had been natu- 
ralized on the “rush” order~ was 
left off the enumerators’ lists, but 
in scores of the polls old timers 
came in only to find their names 
not on and had, of course, to be 
sworn.

—they were British subjects! 

Several Chinamen have since

In the constituency of Victoria 
Morrison was defeated simply be- 
cause of the naturalized vote. The 
lists were rotten to start with and 
besides there were those who took 
the oth and in undefenced polls 
were rushed through and then 
driven off to other polls. 

In the city of Edmonton yester- 
day, a man admitted that he voted 
three times on Monday. In one 
poll a man’s vote was blucked. 
He was driven eff in a Liberal 
team to another poll, where he 
was again turned down, but the 
driver was given orders to proceed 
to still another.
